fess,  Nixon  disclosed  a 
erto  secret  exchange  of 
tpondence  last  summer  with 
rte  President  Ho  Chi  Minh  of 
h Vietnam  which  he  said 
his  contention  that  Hanoi 
the  road  to  peace. 
Nixon  address  broke  no 


new  ground  in  the  realm  of  peace 
initiatives.  It  added  up  to  a 
carefully  prepared  appeal  for 
homefront  support  of  the 
administration’s  Vietnam  pohcies. 

“I  have  chosen  a plan  for 
peace,”  he  said.  “I  believe  it  will 
succeed  . . . 

“Let  us  be  united  for  peace.  Let 
us  also  be  united  against  defeat. 
Because  let  us  understand:  North 
Vietnam  cannot  defeat  or 
humiliate  the  United  States.  Only 
Americans  can  do  that.” 

Declaring  that  he  would  not 
reveal  any  details,  Nixon  talked 
about  his  withdrawal  program  in 
these  words: 

“We  have  adopted  a plan  which 
we  have  worked  out  in 


cooperation  with  the  South 
Vietnamese  for  the  complete 
withdrawal  of  all  U.S.  ground 
combat  forces  and  their 
replacement  by  South  Vietnamese 
forces  on  an  orderly  scheduled 
timetable.” 

Administration  officials 
declined  to  specify  what  counter 
steps  Nixon  might  employ. 

They  also  said  they  could  not 
immediately  give  a total  figure  for 
the  number  of  combat  troops  to 
be  withdrawn  if  the  Nixon 
timetable  is  carried  out.  However, 
since  there  are  approximately 
495,000  uniformed  Americans  in 
South  Vietnam  and  support  forces 
outnumber  combat  troops  by  a 
ratio  of  about  two  to  one,  the 


total  presumably  approaches 
175,000. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  surprise  in 
Nixon’s  speech,  most  of  which  he 
wrote  himself,  aides  said,  was  his 
disclosure  that  he  had  written 
directly  to  Ho  Chi  Minh  on  July 
15  to  declare,  “the  time  has  come 
to  move  forward  at  the 
conference  table  toward  an  early 
resolution  of  this  tragic  war.” 

Nixon  said  that  Ho’s  answer, 
received  in  Paris  three  days  before 
the  death  of  the  North 
Vietnamese  leader,  “simply 
reiterated  the  public  position 
North  Vietnam  had  taken  in  the 
Paris  talks  and  flatly  rejected  my 
initiative.” 

The  White  House  made  public 
the  texts  of  the  two  letters.  Nixon 


had  addressed  Ho  as  “Dear  Mr. 
President”  and  the  Communist 
leader  had  addressed  his  reply  to 
“Mr.  President.”  Each  letter  was 
signed  off,  “sincerely.” 

The  President  said  he  has 
“powerful  personal  reasons  for 
wanting  to  end  the  war  as  much  as 
any  American .... 

“This  week  I will  have  to  sign 
83  letters  to  mothers,  fathers, 
wives  and  loved  ones  of  men  who 
had  given  their  lives  for  America 
in  Vietnam.  It  is  very  little 
satisfaction  to  me  that  this  was 
only  one-third  as  many  as  I signed 
during  my  first  week  in  office. 
There  is  nothing  I want  more  than 
to  see  the  day  come  when  I no 
longer  must  write  any  of  these 
letters.”

BYU  Coeds 


Zone  D areas  can  accommodate  4,024  cars.  For  a 
$1  fee  all  students,  including  freshmen  and 
sophomores,  may  park  in  “D”  lots.  Faculty  and 
staff  have  free  access.  This  zone  includes  all  of  the 
large  lots  ar6und  the  stadium,  west  of  the 
Fieldhouse,  in  the  new  space  to  be  built  around  the 
Activities  Center  and  new  lots. 

Revolutionizing  the  parking  system  took  place 
last  summer.  New  restrictions  were  found  necessary 
because  of  the  serious  traffic  congestion  and  parking 
difficulties  resulting  from  a large  increase  in 
automobiles  on  campus  and  decreasing  parking 
space  in  the  center  of  campus. 

Most  permits  bear  more  than  one  letter.  Cars  with 
B-D  ($12)  permits  may  be  parked  in  any  B or  D 
Zone,  but  not  in  A Zone.  Cars  with  C-D  permits 
($6)  may  only  be  parked  in  C or  D Zones.  Cars  with 
B-C-D  permits  ($12)  may  park  in  any  B,  C or  D 
Zone  at  any  time.  Cars  with  D permits  ($6)  may  be 
parked  only  in  D Zone. 


Preferred  tickets  are  regular 
tickets  given  without  a wait  in 
line.  A list  of  persons  getting  such 
tickets  was  to  be  given  to  the 
Board  for  review. 

Reed  Halladay  was  unhappy 
that  students  had  to  wait  in  lines 
for  hours  to  get  tickets  for 
homecoming  activities.  He 
proposed  that  tickets  be  given  out 
at  different  locations  on  campus. 

Jay  Eitner,  business  manager  for 
the  Wilkinson  Center  said  that  it 
had  been  tried  before,  but  that 
tickets  sold  at  different  rates  at 
different  locations.  Students 
would  get  good  tickets  at  one 
place  and  poor  ones  at  the  same 
time  at  a different  place. 

Singled  out  for  praise  were 
Homecoming  chairman  Paul 
Higham,  and  the  fireworks  and 
pep  rally  Thursday  after  the 
concert. 

Some  of  the  steering 
committees  didn’t  work  out 
details  well  enough  though,  and 
Mary  Ann  Taylor,  executive 
Council  Secretary,  decried  the 
student  jam  outside  of  the 
stadium  waiting  for  tickets.

Capt.  Swen  Neilsen  of  the  BYU 
Security,  reported  the  outbreak 
and  blamed  it  on  girls  who  leave 
their  purses  unattended  while 
participating  in  activities. 

He  said  that  most  of  the

Center,  specifically  around  the 
ballroom  areas. 

“Sometimes  it’s  just  the  wallet 
that  is  taken,”  Neilsen  stated, 
“but  sometimes  it’s  the  whole 
purse.  Later  we  may  find  the 
purse  in  a trash  can,  minus  the 
wallet.” 

He  noted  that  the  tide  of  purse 
snatchings  seemed  to  have  been 
halted  after  an  arrest  was  made 
about  10  days  ago,  but  it  is  still  a 
problem— especially  to  those  who 
lose  the  purses. 

Captain  Neilsen  advised  girls  to 
put  their  purses,  whether  in  a class 
or  not,  somewhere  where  they  can 
observe  them  easily. 

He  thought  it  would  be  a good 
idea  for  dance  class  teachers  to 
also  be  aware  of  the  problem  and 
help  watch  the  purses.

WORLD 

SAIGON  (AP)  — North  Vietnamese  forces  have  launched  new  attacks 
in  South  Vietnam’s  Central  Highlands  after  driving  allied  troops  from 
three  U.S.  artillery  bases  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  region. 

BEIRUT  (AP)  — Arab  guerrillas  have  blown  up  an  American  pipeline 
in  southern  Lebanon,  with  the  blast  coming  shortly  after  the  start  of  a 
cease-fire  reached  by  the  guerrilla  high  command  and  the  Lebanese 
army. 

LONDON  (AP)  - A team  of  Britain’s  most  experienced  mountain 
climbers  will  tackle  the  unclimbed  south  face  of  26,504-foot 
Annapurna  1,  known  as  the  “killer  peak,”  in  the  Himalayas  of  centra! 
Nepal  next  April. 

The  major  dangers  of  the  climb  come  above  23,000  feet-a 
razor-edged  arete  leading  to  vertical  ice  cliffs  and  then  to  an 
overhanging  rock  brow. 

PRAGUE  (AP)  — An  acrobatic  burglar  who  specialized  in  upper-floor 
apartments  was  behind  bars  today. 

For  several  weeks,  police  had  been  puzzled  by  a series  of  more  than 
20  burglaries  on  the  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  apartment  buildings 
reserved  for  “personalities  holding  important  positions,”  as  one 
newspaper  reported. 


NATIONAL 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — An  emergency  board  recommended  today 
that  48,000  railroad  shop  workers  accept  a two-stage  five  per  cent  wage 
hike  offered  by  the  carriers  for  this  year  and  that  the  railroads  agree  to 
pay  an  extra  20  cents  an  hour  to  the  more  skilled  mechanics. 

The  board  reported  it  saw  si^s  pointing  to  a possible  agreement  but 
said  that  serious  difficult  negotiations  still  are  needed. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Republican  Senate  Leader  Hugh  Scott  said 
today  he  wants  to  hear  the  Senate  debate  before  deciding  how  to  vote 
on  Judge  Clement  F.  Haynsworth’s  nomination  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

“I  haven’t  made  a statement  to  anyone,  including  the  President  and 
my  wife,”  the  Pennsylvanian  said  when  newsmen  asked  him  about 
published  reports  that  he  had  decided  to  vote  against  confirmation. 

DAVIE,  Fla.  (AP)  — Police  in  this  cattle-raising  community  received  a 
complaint  Sunday  that  45  cows  and  11  horses  had  strayed  onto  a 
farmer’s  property. 

Officers  located  the  owner  of  the  cows,  but  had  trouble  placing  the 
horses. 

Finally  they  received  a call  that  resolved  the  problem.  Feeding  time 
at  the  stables  owned  by  the  Davie  Fraternal  Order  of  Police  showed 
that  1 1 horses  were  missing. 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  — The  American  Cancer  Society  says  208,CK)0 
Americans  will  be  saved  from  cancer  in  1970. 

But  104,000  will  die  of  the  dreaded  disease  because  they  were  not 
treated  in  time,  the  society  said  in  a report  issued  Sunday. 

One  of  three  cancer  patients  is  saved  today,  the  society  said, 
compared  to  one  in  five  30  years  ago.  There  are  1.5  million  people  in 
the  United  States  who  have  been  cured,  the  society  said.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  — Nationalist  China’s  foreign  minister 
said  today  that  to  seat  Peking  in  the  United  Nations  would  “put  the 
seal  of  approval  on  the  enslavers  of  the  Chinese  people”  and  undermine 
the  goverment  of  Formosa. 

“The  right  to  determine  who  should  represent  China  in  the  United 
Nations  belongs  to  the  Chinese  people  and  no  one  else,”  Foreign 
Minister  Wei  Tao-ming  told  the  General  Assembly  as  the  annual  Chinese 
representation  debate  got  under  way. 

ST.  LOUIS  (AP)  — A trip  to  Scotland  to  find  the  Loch  Ness  monster, 
and  a date  with  Football  star  Joe  Namath  are  among  600  prizes  to  be 
auctioned  Nov.  7-8  at  CAMELOT. 

CAMELOT  spells  A Cultural  Auction  of  Many  Extraordinary  Lots  of 
Treasure.  The  proceeds  go  to  the  St.  Louis  Arts  and  Educational 
Council,  which  helps  94  member  organizations.  Last  years  CAMELOT, 
the  first,  was  a $210,000  success.

ROCHESTER,  N.Y.  (AP)  - Mrs.  Belinda  L.  LaSalle,  90,  who  died 
Sunday  at  Genesee  Hospital,  left  190  direct  descendants.

‘REAL’  STORY 


Editor, 

The  Paul  McCartney  hoax  began 
in  the  State  of  Utah  on  Saturday 
Oct.  18,  when  KCPX  disc  jockey 
Johnny  Mitchell  began  speculating 
on  alleged  rumors  and  clues  which 
had  surfaced  in  Midwest  radio 
stations  and  underground 
newspapers. 

KCPX  Radio  proceeded  to  carry 
out  a detailed,  morbid  “deep 
analysis”  into  Beatle  songs  and 
pictures,  which  they  erroneously 
referred  to  as  “facts.”  After 
several  days  of  this  trivia,  station 
KNAK  (which  apparently  THE 
DAILY  UNIVERSE  editors 
cannot  pick  up  on  their  radios 
because  they  did  not  use  it  as  a 
source)  made  phone  calls  to  a San 
Francisco  newspaper  and 
McCartney’s  father-in-law,  Lee 
Eastman  in  New  York,  and  aired 
statements  which  substantiated 
the  fact  that  McCartney  was  alive. 

Eastman’s  personal  knowledge 
of  his  life  and  whereabouts  was 
punctuated  by  this  statement: 
“These  rumors  are  dreadful,  I 
hope  you’ll  try  to  stop  them.” 
This  radio  station  KNAK 
attempted  to  do  by  playing  these 
tapes  on  the  air,  and  digging  out 
further  information  from 
Scotland  Yard  and  London 
sources  that  confirmed 
McCartney’s  hfe  and  well-being. 

Radio  station  KCPX,  ignoring 
this  information,  persisted  in 
delving  into  the  rumors  and 
speculations  about  the  artistic 
creations  of  the  Beatles,  draining 
ideas  from  a Denver  radio  station 
and  other  sources.  Never  did  they 
check  out  real  facts,  i.e.,  had 
McCartney  been  missed  or  not 
seen  at  all  by  friends, 
acquaintences  and  so  forth. 

Because  KCPX’s  tasteless  rumor 
campaign  continued,  Station 
KNAK  successfully  obtained 
further  proof  of  McCartney’s 
well-being.  They  obtained  a tape 
which  another  station  had 
obtained  after  sending  a reporter 
to  London  who  interviewed  John 
Lennon,  Ringo  Starr  and  Apple 
Record  Company  officials.  This 
program  was  aired  twice  on 
KNAK,  on  Oct.  24  and  again  on 
Oct.  25. 

Lennon  was  completely 
astounded  by  the  rumor.  “I  just 
cannot  conceive  how  disc  jockeys 
can  believe  this,  it’s  just  stupid,” 
and  how  no  death  symbols  were 
intended.

Many  of  the  teachers  found 
though,  that  preparing  for  their 
classes  took  so  much  time  they 
were  rather  grateful  not  to  be 
involved  in  numerous  campus 
ward  and  club  activities.

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Library  Emergency  Calls 
Will  Be  Investigated 

Some  emergency  phone  calls  to  the  library  in  recent  weeks  have  been 
for  everything  but  emergencies.  Grace  Allphin,  circulation  librarian, 
indicated  the  emergency  paging  privilege  at  the  library  was  designed  to 
benefit  the  students  but  that  it  has  frequently  been  abused. 

Some  members  of  the  student  body  haven’t  hesitated  to  impersonate 
doctors,  call  friends  to  go  swimming  or  find  out  the  color  of  a date’s 
dress  under  the  guise  of  an  “emergency”,  the  librarian  continued. 

Mrs.  Allphin  said  the  library  is  more  than  willing  to  help  students  in 
the  event  of  a real  emergency,  but  is  dismayed  over  the  number  of 
students  who  have  taken  advantage  of  this  service. 

The  library  is  not  like  a department  store  or  the  Wilkinson  Center, 
she  stressed,  because  when  an  announcement  is  made  it  interrupts 
about  2,000  other  students.  The  library  employes  try  to  screen  out  all 
trivial  phone  calls  but  cannot  when  students  are  not  honest  about  the 
purposes  of  their  calls. 

This  year  in  an  effort  to  enforce  “emergency  only”  paging  the 
student  calling  must  give  his  name  and  student  number.  He  is  also  told 
the  call  will  be  monitored.  If  the  call  is  for  any  other  reason  than  given, 
the  student  is  referred  to  the  Honor  Council.

Campus  Map  Prepared  For  Blind  Stude 


A series  of  maps  of  the  campus 
for  blind  students  is  being 
produced  by  the  College  of 
Engineering. 

Made  of  raised  plastic,  these 
maps  identify  buildings, 
walkways,  grass,  and  even  trees 
and  shrubs.  The  name  of  each 
building  is  written  in  braille. 

Designed  by  Ralph  Ohm,  a 
senior  in  civil  engineering  from 
Glenwood  Springs,  Colo.,  the 
maps  are  made  with  a 
thermoform,  which  is  similar  to  a 


toy  vacuform  or  “thing  maker.”  A 
sheet  of  thin  plastic  is  heated  up, 
making  it  pliable.  It  is  then  placed 
over  a cardboard  mold  and  the  air 
between  the  mold  and  the  plastic 
is  pumped  out  causing  the  plastic 
to  form  the  shape  of  the  mold. 

Materials  for  producing  the  map 
are  being  provided  by  the  College 
of  Engineering  and  labor  is  being 
paid  for  by  the  Nebekar  Fund. 

The  campus  is  divided  into  eight 
overlapping  sections.  This  makes 
the  maps  big  enough  to  be  useful.
